An  intriguing  idea  which  we  hope 
a  reader  will  be  able  to  confirm  or  deny.

TRADING  COMPANY

When  a  European  power  colonized  another  country,  one  of  the  first  things  that  it  wanted  to  control  was 
trade.  In  some  cases,  the  trade  was  limited  to  the  colonizing  power’s  vessels.  At  other  times,  a  trade 
monopoly  was  granted.  The  Russian  American  Company  and  the  British  East  India  Company  are  good 
examples  of  these  monopolies.  The  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  charter  was  to  “the  Governor  and  Company  of 
Adventurers  of  England  Trading  into  Hudson  Bay,”  and  they  were  give  sole  control  of  trade  and  com¬ 
merce.  The  Royal  Greenland  Trading  Company  was  no  less  a  trade  monopoly. 


In  1 723,  Denmark  established  a  trading  monopoly  in  Greenland.  This  was  generally  assigned  to  individual 
trading  companies.  In  spite  of  this  monopoly,  Greenlanders  continued  their  barter  economy.  The  hunting 
and  fishing  West  Greenlanders  continued  to  trade  with  vessel’s  from  the  Netherlands,  Hamburg/Bremen, 
England  and  others.  To  put  an  end  to  this  “illegal”  trading,  the  Royal  Greenland  Trading  Company  insti¬ 
tuted  a  new  law  on  March  18,  1776,  but  it  did  not  put  an  end  to  the  barter  economy.  It  took  the  distant 
government  in  Denmark  another  23  years  and  the  collaboration  of  two  inspectors,  Claus  Bendeke  and 
Peter  Hanning  Motzfeldt,  in  the  western  harbor  Godhavn  to  realize  that  the  Greenlanders  could  understand 
the  art  of  a  market  economy. 

When  examining  his  accounts  for  the  year  1800-01,  Peter  Hanning  Motzfeldt  discovered  that  the  income 
statement  showed  a  large  overdraw  of  goods  on  hand  to  the  Greenlanders.  On  August  25,  1 801,  he  sent  a 
letter  to  the  company  stating  that  he  needed  to  issue  private  currency  to  keep  control  over  the  balance 
sheet.  This  is  the  same  reason  for  issuing  of  the  Alaska  Rural  Rehabilitation  Corporation  tokens.  In  a  letter 
written  in  1 800,  Hother  Ostermann  states  that  an  issue  of  currency  was  made  from  playing  cards  and  tarot 
cards  with  the  inspector’s  seal  on  the  back.  Motzfeldt  was  strictly  ordered  to  destroy  every  specimen.  He 
apparently  succeeded  as  there  are  no  known  specimens  surviving.  The  1801  issue  of  Godhavn  notes  was 
also  on  playing  cards  and  meant  to  be  a  one  time  issue.  Motzfeldt  had  to  take  a  loan  in  the  amount  of  286 
Rigsdaler,  a  substantial  amount  at  the  time.  The  currency  was  issued  in  the  following  denominations  and 
quantities:

1  his  issue  was  left  with  the  merchant  in  Godhavn  as  payment  for  the  delivery  of  goods.  They  were  to  be 
used  only  in  trade  in  Godhavn.  The  merchant  was  to  maintain  full  accounts  for  the  Greenlanders  and  also 
set  the  prices  on  goods  delivered. 

The  Motzfeldt  experiment  in  making  currency  for  the  Greenlanders  was  a  great  success  from  the  start.  The 
introduction  showed  that  the  natives  purchased  the  most  needed  supplies,  and  came  for  more  when  their 
supplies  were  nearly  depleted. 

In  spite  of  this  success,  the  Royal  Greenland  Trading  Company 
hesitated  in  sending  official  currency  to  Greenland.  But  as  the 
need  for  currency  spread  with  the  increasing  demand  for  prod¬ 
ucts  such  as  tobacco,  coffee,  tea,  liquor  and,  most  popular  of 
all,  rock  candy,  the  company  was  forced  to  issue  its  own  cur¬ 
rency.  In  1803,  they  issued  credit  notes  in  the  value  of  1/2 
Rigsdaler  and  24  and  12  Skilling.  These  notes  were  valid  only 
in  Julianehab. 

On  March  31,  1804,  the  management  in  the  Company  finally  decided  to  make  their  own  currency  and 
make  it  valid  in  all  of  Greenland.  Motzfeldt  wanted  the  notes  made  in  copperplate  engraving  with  the 
signature  made  as  a  facsimile.  Unfortunately  for  the  accountant  Duncan  and  Carl  Pontoppidan,  they  were 
printed  by  press,  and  all  38,800  notes  had  to  be  hand  signed.  The  stress  shows  clearly  in  Pontoppidan’s 
writing.  These  notes  were  made  valid  for  five  years.

Not  all  notes  printed  in  1 804  were  used  that  year.  A  quarter  of  the  notes  were  used  in  the  north  section  of 
Greenland,  and  probably  less  in  the  south  where  there  was  less  trading.  The  introduction  of  the  notes  in  the 
south  was  made  gradually  by  inspector  Marcus  Nissen  Myhlenport,  beginning  in  Holsteinborg,  a  whaling 
port  like  Godhavn. 

The  war  from  1 807  to  1 814  put  an  effective  stop  to  all  trade  between  Denmark  and  Greenland.  This  trade 
was  reestablished  in  1819,  and  currency  was  again  issued  at  this  time

POLAR  NUMISMATIST 
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THE  SINKING  OF  THE 


OFIA 


October  25/26,  1918 

My  daughter’s  favorite  movie  is  ‘Titanic”.  She  has  watched  it  more  times  than  I  care  to  count.  My 
comment  to  her  before  she  watched  it  for  the  first  time  was,  “Why  bother,  you  know  how  it  ends,  the  boat 
sinks.”  She  did  not  find  that  amusing. 


And  so  it  was  reading  The  Sinking  of  the  Princess  Sofia;  Taking  the  North  Down  With  Her  by  Ken  Coates 
and  Bill  Morrison.  I  knew  the  ending.  The  boat  sinks,  there  are  no  survivors.  Beyond  that,  you  get  into 
the  personal  stories.  The  passenger  list  reads  like  a  “Who's  Who”  of  prominent  Northerners.  For  our 
purposes,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  number  of  business  people  that  were  on  the  ship,  and  the  few  that 
issued  tokens. 

The  first  name  on  the  passenger  list  that  draws  our  attention  is 
Chas.  Chantquist.  No  mention  is  made  of  him  in  the  index.,  so  we 
can  only  suppose  that  this  is  Chas  Chanquist  of  The  Grand  in 
Tanana  (B- 1  a).  There  is  a  spelling  difference  on  the  passenger  list, 
however  the  next  name  is  Sam.  Chanquist,  possibly  a  brother  or 
son.  It  is  noted  in  Benice  that  his  business  ended  in  1917. 


Mrs.  Dan  Gillis  is  not  mentioned  in  the  index,  and  there  is  no  other  information  on  her  in  the  text.  We  do 
find  a  Dan  Gillis,  of  Mahan  and  Gillis  at  Livengood  (B-3a,  no  specimen  available  for  illustration).  While  we 
speculate  that  this  is  Mrs.  Dan  Gillis  was  married  to  this  Dan  Gillis,  a  search  of  the  Fairbanks  newspapers 
could  confirm  or  deny  this  assumption. 


J.H.  Smith  and  family  were  also  listed  on  the  passengers  list 
of  the  Princess  Sophia.  Again,  we  can  only  speculate  that 
this  was  Joseph  H.  Smith,  one  of  the  many  owners  of  the 
Fairview  Hotel  Pool  Hall  in  Fairbanks  (B-19). 
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There  is  no  speculation  about  John  Zaccarelli.  He  was  on  his  way  to 
California  to  be  with  his  family,  who  had  left  the  north  earlier.  For  more 
information  on  Mr.  Zaccarelli,  please  see  the  May,  1982  issue  of  Alaskan 
Token  Collector  &  Polar  Numismatist.

“People  like  George  Mayhood....all  passengers  on  the 
Princess  Sophia-were  members  of  a  large,  dispersed 
community  with  an  economy  based  on  the  search  for  gold 
and  other  minerals.’'  Mayhood  issued  tokens  in  Fairbanks 
(B-34a)  and  Ruby  (B-3a).  An  optimist,  he  was  going 
outside  to  visit  his  sons  and  planned  to  return  in  the  spring. 


Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Henry  were  also  on  the  Princess 
Sophia.  Presumed  issuer  of  the  maverick  “S.H.”  token 
listed  as  Y2350  in  Yukon  Numismatica  by  Hill  and 
Simpson,  he  had  quite  a  career  in  Dawson,  from  teamster 
to  grocer  to  farmer  to  rancher.  It  seems  the  Henrys  could 
not  decide  if  they  were  leaving  permanently  or  would  be 
returning  in  the  spring.  They  sold  all  their  household 
goods,  only  to  buy  them  back  (page  30).

We  have  been  in  the  token  business  for  over  20  years,  and 
this  is  the  only  specimen  of  this  piece  that  we  have  seen.  Perhaps  Ron  knows  more  than  we  do

PUNTA  APEMAS 


At  the  turn  of  the  last  century  Punta  Arenas,  Chile,  was  a  bustling  sea  port.  Located  at  the  tip  of  the  mainland  of 
South  America  on  the  Strait  of  Magellan,  it  was  a  port  of  call  for  many  of  the  ships  making  the  passage.  Before  the 
opening  of  the  Panama  Canal,  shipping  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  either  went  through  the  Strait,  or  rounded 
Cape  Horn.  Neither  choice  was  an  easy  trip.  The  Pacific  entrance  to  the  Strait  was  very  hazardous.  Rounding  the 
Horn  was  a  battle  except  in  the  best  of  weather.  The  advent  of  steam  powered  vessels  made  both  easier,  but  still  not 
pleasant. 


Punta  Arenas  was  not  only  a  major  port,  but  it  was  the  primary  commercial  center  for  Tierra  del  Fuego,  the  island 
across  the  Strait  of  Magellan  that  is  divided  between  Chile  and  Argentina.  The  prosperity  created  by  these  two 
components  can  be  seen  in  the  post  cards  below,  showing  the  homes  and  business  establishments.  Also  shown  is  a 
medal  from  “La  Sociedad  Anonima  Importadoray  Exportadora  de  la  Patagonia,  probably  an  Argentine  company  with 
offices  in  Punta  Arenas.

“Longtime  Kenai  resident  Ethel  “Eadie”  Henderson,  73, 
died  Jan.  27, 2000  at  Central  Peninsula  General  Hospital 
in  Soldotna. 

“Ms.  Henderson  was  born  April  18,  1926.  in  Youngs¬ 
town  Ohio. 

“Her  family  wrote  that  she  came  to  Alaska  as  a  young 
woman  who  homesteaded  on  the  Kenai.  She  was  well- 
known  for  one  of  her  first  businesses  on  the  North  Road, 
The  Last  Frontier-Dine  &  Dance,  which  began  in  the 
early  1 950s.  It  is  now  known  as  Eadie's  Pawn,  Hotel  and 
Liquor  Store.  She  loved  dance,  entertaining  and  story¬ 
telling.  Most  important,  she  was  always  w  illing  to  help 
anyone  in  need. 

“Ms.  Henderson  was  a  member  of  the  Eagles,  Pioneers 
of  Alaska,  and  has  her  history  in  the  book  “Once  upon 
the  Kenai’*  and  articles  in  We  Alaskans  as  well  as  many 
out-of-state  newspaper  articles.  She  was  once  presented 
the  Key  to  the  City  by  the  Kenai  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
Ms.  Henderson  has  been  a  constant  contributor  to  many 
charities  and  fondly  known  as  “Unforgettable  Eadie.” 
Her  generosity  will  be  remembered  in  the  hearts  of  the 
many  who  knew  her,  her  family  said.

l  he  businesses  and  homes  on  the  front  page  belonged  to  prominent  merchants.  In  1914,  there  was  apparently 
a  banking  crisis,  or  at  least  a  shortage  of  currency.  These  businesses  were  called  upon  to  back  a  currency  issue, 
much  like  the  merchants  in  Fairbanks  and  Nome  backed  a  currency  issue  in  1907.

The  50  Pesos  note  shown  above  (reduced  size,  actual  size  210mm  by  83mm)  is  printed  in  brown  on  the  front. 
The  legend  loosely  translates  “Current  money  in  agreement  with  public  law  No.  228  of  this  date.  Punta  Arenas, 
August  7,  1914.”  It  carries  the  watermark  "Banco  de  Punta  Arenas.” 

The  back  of  the  note  is  printed  in  orange.  The  legend  begins  with  “This  bond  guarantees  it”  -  the  merchants 
listed  below  are  guaranteeing  the  value  of  the  note.  Among  them  are  Braun  de  Valenzuela,  Braun,  Menendez 
and  Sociedad  Anomina  Importadora  y  Exportadora  de  la  Patagonia.  A  “Sociedad  Anonima”  is  like  our 
corporation.  “Ganadera”  is  a  cattle  dealer,  probably  including  sheep,  as  sheep  ranching  was  the  major  economic 
activity  on  Tierra  del  Fuego. 

Your  editor  purchased  this  note  about  15  years  ago  from  a  Henry  Christensen  auction.  Within  a  couple  of 
months,  another  specimen  appeared  at  auction  in  the  US,  prompting  fears  of  a  hoard  of  remainders  (the  two 
specimens  offered  were  unissued).  No  other  specimens  have  appeared  to  our  knowledge.  These  are  not  listed 
in  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  World  Paper  Money.  Reportedly,  a  freezer  plant  in  Rio  Grande,  Tierra  del  Fuego. 
Argentina  also  paid  in  “Vales”  (promissary  notes)  until  about  1934. 


With  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  in  1914,  the  importance  of  Punta  Arenas  declined.  Punta  Arenas  is  now 
a  city  of  about  1  1 0,000.  It  now  attracts  ships  Irom  the  growing  south  Atlantic  fishery,  and  is  a  prominent  port 
of  call  and  gateway  for  vessels  going  to  the  Antarctic,  both  scientific  and  tourist.  Palacio  Mauricio  Braun  is  now 
a  museum.

Pictorial  celluloid  advertising  items  from  Alaska  are  quite  rare  and 
very  collectible.  Most  specimens  are  mirrors,  but  there  are  also  match  safes  and  tape  measures. 


The  most  prolific  issuer  of  celluloid  advertising  was  Willis  &  Welch  of  Chatanika.  They  issued  the  only 
celluloid  trade  token,  a  two  faced  piece  featuring  a  native  mother  nursing  her  children  on  one  side  and  a  dog 
team  scene  on  the  other  (see  Alaska  Tokens,  Chatanika  B-4a).  It  seems  the  majority  of  these  items  that  are 
known  came  from  the  estates  of  the  sons  of  Edward  C.  Willis.

This  month  we  show  you  a  nice  assortment  of  celluloid 
ad\  ertising  items.  By  far  the  most  popular  are  the  pocket 
mirrors.  Other  items  include  match  safes,  tape  measures 
and  hand  held  mirrors.  As  is  usually  the  case,  there  are 
probably  more  out  there  that  we  don't  know  about. 

The  University  of  Alaska  Rifle  team  captured  its  third, 
yes,  third  NCAA  National  Championship.  A  medal 
noting  these  championships  in  1994, 1999,  and  2000  can 
be  found  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  It  should  be  noted  that 
UAF  has  also  been  the  runner-up  in  four  years  since 
1991,  losing  the  national  championship  in  one  of  those 
years  on  a  self-reported  technicality.

It  is  always  fun  to  get  a  new  book  on  tokens,  any  tokens, 
from  anywhere.  It  is  especially  fun  when  you  have 
known  the  author  (by  mail)  for  some  time,  and  have 
heard  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  its  publication. 


“The  Tokens  &  Checks  of  Malta”  is  40  pages  long,  soft 
bound  glossy,  photographic  cover.  Over  95  tokens  are 
listed.  There  are  75  photos,  approximately  60  of  tokens. 
Other  photos  are  of  the  business  establishments  that 
issued  the  tokens,  and  their  owners. 

Tokens  are  listed  alphabetically  by  issuer,  with  a 
descriptions  of  the  obverse  and  reverse,  metal,  size  and 
collection  source.  No  rarity  or  value  is  given. 

Malta  is  strategically  located  between  Sicily  (Italy)  and 
the  north  African  coast.  Its  current  population  is  about 
400,000.  Malta  was  isolated,  but  never  invaded  during 
World  War  II,  suffering  massive  bombings.  Many 
cardboard  tokens  were  issued  at  this  time  to  alleviate  a 
shortage  of  small  coinage. 

This  is  Mr.  Lyall’s  second  book  on  tokens,  the  first  being 
“The  Tokens,  Checks,  Metallic  Tickets,  Passes,  and 
Tallies  of  the  British  Caribbean  &  Bermuda.” 

Your  editor  is  accepting  orders  from  US  addresses  for 
the  author.  The  cost  is  $10,  payable  to  Dick  Hanscom. 
Books  will  be  posted  directly  from  the  author. 
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William  Stubbins  of  Douglas  issued  a  mirror  similar  to 
one  of  the  Martin  mirrors.  This  is  shown  at  50%  size.

Every  summer,  tourists  come  into  our  store  and  see  our  display  of  Alaska  tokens.  The  usual  question  is  “Why  were 
they  issued?”  To  those  of  us  who  collect  Alaska  tokens,  the  answer  is  obvious  -  they  were  the  medium  of  exchange 
on  the  Alaska  frontier.  There  was  very  little  legal  tender  in  the  form  of  coins  and  currency.  In  fact,  natives  in  the 
Y  ukon  Territory'  preferred  the  tokens  of  Taylor,  Drury  &  Pedlar  long  after  “steamboat”  money  (Canadian  coins  and 
currency)  became  available.  From  the  Preface  of  the  second  edition  of  “Alaska's  Coinage  Through  the  Years”  we  read 
“It  is  alleged  that  the  use  of  tokens  in  Alaska  was  made  illegal  when  a  resident  of  Alaska  tried  to  buy  stamps  with 
them  in  a  Seattle,  Washington  Post  Office  and  was  shocked  to  learn  that  they  were  not  acceptable.  The  tokens  had 
“legal  tender”  status  only  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska.” 

The  most  popular  among  collectors  are  those  that  are  associated  with  the  gold  rush.  Many  previously  Alaskan  native 
villages  became  boom  towns,  if  only  fora  year  or  less,  as  gold  hunters  stormed  from  one  gold  rush  to  the  next.  But 
there  were  other  vi  1  lages  that  did  not  experience  these  booms.  V i  1  lages  that  were  not  “corrupted”  by  the  stampeders, 
saloons  and  whorehouses.  These  villagers  were  served  by  one  or  two  general  merchants.  These  merchants  many  times 
issued  their  own  “coinage”  in  the  form  of  tokens.  These  merchants  were  not  only  merchants,  but  also  the  local  “bank” 
and  many  times  the  post  office. 

One  set  of  tokens  comes  to  mind  forme  when  I  think  about  a  small  village  are  those  ofGil  McIntyre  of  Eek.  We  gave 
some  brief  information  on  these  in  the  very  first  issue  of  Alaskan  Token  Collector  &  Polar  Numismatist.  Gil  McIntyre 
was  from  Wisconsin  w  ho  came  to  Alaska  and  married  an  Eskimo  woman.  According  to  grandsons  Chuna  and  Gilbert 
(the  men  are  cousins,  not  brothers),  these  tokens  were  in  use  until  the  early  1 960s.  As  children,  they  played  with  the 
tokens  and  lost  them  in  the  tundra. 

In  looking  through  “Alaska  Tokens”  by  Ron  Benice,  we  find  Ferguson  Stores  listed  under  Kotzebue.  Kotzebue  is  a 
large  village,  but  Ferguson  Stores  were  also  located  in  Deering,  Kiana,  Kobuk/Shungnak  and  Selawik.  Kobuk  and 
Selawik  also  had  other  merchants,  but  Ferguson  Stores  could  be  considered  a  “village  chain  store.”  Their  tokens  did 
not  bear  a  location  name  and  were  presumably  valid  at  all  locations. 

Other  merchants  that  operated  with  common  tokens  at  differing  locations  are  D.W.  Lew  is  (listed  under  Yukokakat) 
and  and  F.  Kern  Stores  (listed  under  Andreafsky). 

These  merchants  and  others  provided  goods  to  remote  parts  of  Alaska,  overcoming  communication  and  transportation 
problems  that  we  can  only  begin  to  imagine  in  these  days  of  instant  communication  and  air  shipping.  Customers  would 
order  goods  on  the  “last  boat  out"  in  the  fall,  and  know  that  these  goods  would  not  arrive  until  the  following  spring 
or  summer.  The  village  store  was  an  important  life  line  that  should  not  be  forgotten.  “Alaska  Tokens”  by  Ron  Benice 
is  more  than  a  token  book.  It  is  a  history  book.  Collectors  should  read  it  as  such.

CURRENT  READINGS 


We  took  last  month  as  one  of  our  two  months  off,  and  it 
is  taking  a  bit  longer  to  get  back  into  the  swing.  This  will 
go  in  the  mail  a  little  later  than  I  would  like  it  to. 

1  end  the  front  page  article  with  the  advice  that  '"'Alaska 
Tokens”  by  Ron  Ben  ice  is  more  than  just  a  token  book.  - 
that  it  is  a  history  book.  How  many  of  you  open  it  up 
only  to  find  tokens  and  to  see  what  they  are  worth?  How 
many  of  you  have  not  really  read  the  descriptions  given 
for  the  merchants?  How  many  of  you  have  asked 
yourself  why  a  token  is  listed,  but  here  is  absolutely  no 
information  about  the  issuer? 

You  can  open  a  token  book  and  see  only  tokens  and 
values.  Or,  you  can  see  the  history,  brief  though  it  may 
be,  of  each  issue.  In  some  cases  you  learn  that  the  issuer 
also  issued  tokens  in  three  other  locations  (J.W.  Little). 
In  other  cases,  you  learn  that  a  business  had  so  many 
owners  that  it  is  impossible  to  attribute  it  to  a  specific 
owner  (Horseshoe  Saloon,  Fairbanks).  And  yet  in  other 
cases,  you  learn  absolutely  nothing(McCreedy  &  Elliott, 
Skagway). 

But  with  absolutely  no  information,  you  still  learn 
something.  You  question  how  a  business  that  would  issue 
seven  values  of  tokens  from  5  cents  to  $  1 0  could  turn  up 
such  a  complete  blank  when  being  researched. 

There  are  still  areas  requiring  research.  Here  is  your 
opportunity  to  jump  in  there  and  see  what  you  can 
discover,  and  then  share  it  with  other  collectors.

It  is  a  long,  full  day  drive  from 
Fairbanks,  and  you  pass  through  some  boring  and  some 
spectacular  areas. 

There  is  history  along  the  way  also.  She  picked  up  "A 
Visitor’s  Guide  to  Kennicott  &  McCarthy.”  It  also 
includes  information  on  Kenny  Lake,  Chitina.  Copper 
Center,  Glennallen,  Paxson  and  Valdez. 


The  36  page,  mostly  advertising,  booklet  is  free  to  people 
passing  through  the  area,  but  can  also  be  ordered  by  mail 
from  Kenyon  Services,  McCarthy,  P.O.  Box  MXY, 
Glennallen,  AK  99588  for  only  $  1 .50.  Easily  worth  the 
asking  price. 

The  Spring/Fall  1999  issue  of  “Alaska  History,” 
published  by  the  Alaska  Historical  Society,  has  an  article 
titled  John  K.  HajdukovichandtheTetlin  Indians,  1924- 
1941  by  C.  Michael  Brown.  Hajdukovich  is  of  interest  to 
us  because  he  is  thought  to  be  the  issuer  of  the  Nebesna 
Trading  Co.  tokens.  In  1932,  he  bought  out  Milo 
Hajdukovich’s  trading  properties  at  Tanana  Crossing, 
Tetlin  and  Nabesna.  By  1937,  another  trader,  Herman 
Kessler  was  trading  at  all  the  upper  T anana  vil lages  also. 
No  mention  is  made  in  the  text  of  the  article  to  the 
Nebesna  Trading  Co.,  so  it  is  of  no  help  in  establishing 
who  issued  the  tokens.

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YUKON  CIGAR  TOKENS  EXAMINED

In  the  April,  1990  issue  of  Alaskan  Token  Collector  & 
Polar  Numismatist,  we  introduced  you  to  the  “Yukon 
Cigar”  token.  This  interesting  uniface  token  was 
manufactured  by  the  use  of  pre-engraved  punches,  rather 
than  the  use  of  a  die.  The  question  at  the  time  was  “were 
two  punches  used,  or  three?” 

Another  spec  imen  of  this  token  appeared  on  eBay  earl  ier 
this  year.  This  specimen  allows  us  to  compare  the  two 
and  determine  whether  two  or  three  punches  were  used 

Note  the  illustrations  above.  I  have  used  the  straight 
edges  of  the  letters  in  “CIGAR”  to  make  lines  to  the 
opposite  edge  of  the  token.  Given  that  the  illustration 
from  eBay  is  a  bit  out  of  round,  and  taking  into  account 
human  error,  I  think  that  the  lettering  lines  up  closely 
enough  for  me  to  assume  that  “GOOD  FOR  ONE”  and 
“CIGAR”  were  part  of  the  same  punch.
